Education is Acorn’s heartland. It dominates the UK schools’ market, 
where 43 per cent of all new acquisitions are Acorn computers. 


n the education sector it’s been a 

busy but productive year for Acorn, 

culminating in the overwhelming 
success of the second Tesco Computers 
for Schools promotion. A staggering 
30,000 pieces of equipment, including 
almost 7000 new computers, found their 
way into UK schools via this scheme. 

Other recent high points range from 
the launch of the A4000S, the hardware 
and software bundle which was put 
together for pupils with special edu- 
cational needs, to the innovative Active 
IT courses, which combine outdoor 
pursuits with computer-based learning. 

Although it is first and foremost a 
hardware manufacturer, one of the keys to 
Acorn’s success is that it has the acument to 
with

SEMERC on the A4000S and Pontins’ subsidiary 
Superchoice on the activity holidays.

Of course Acorn continues to work with key 
educational software developers on products 
which serve the needs of an _ ever-changing 
National Curriculum, and those at the chalkface 
who implement it. 
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For the last two or three years, the way in 
which educational establishments are run has 
been in a state of flux. But local management of 
schools and the prescribed National Curriculum 
are now firmly in place, and the market is starting 
to stabilise again. 


Multimedia technologies 

Multimedia technologies have enormous potential 
for use in education. In terms of products, access 
to colour images stored on Kodak Photo CDs 
will be very significant for schools in the coming 
year, while the beauty of a piece of software like 
Acorn Replay and hardware such as Replay DIY 
is that a school can create Replay movie files that 
run on the most basic of machines, 
even an A3000 or A3020.

_ Like all suppliers to education, Acorn has had to 
find new channels of communication as schools 
move towards self-management. It has changed 
from talking to around a_ hundred local 
education authorities to addressing 35,000 
separate institutions — the individual schools. 
And within each one of these there may be up 
to ten people who want to discuss their own 
requirements for IT. 

That Acorn has effected this change so 
smoothly and effectively is due, in no small part, 
to the creation of the Acorn in Education 
Centres (AECs). The strength of this national 
network of technology advice centres is that 
they are completely independent, yet they enjoy 
the benefits of a special relationship with Acorn. 

A year after their inception, response to the 
AECs has been very positive; they really do seem to be 
providing the information and services which schools 
need. Acorn has supported them admirably but the 
challenge for the next 12 months is for the AECs to take 
control of the initiative themselves. They need to emerge
